The  Birth  Rate  for  1934  is  15  1 per  1,000  of  the  population  and  is 
0.7  per  1,000  higher  than  in  1933.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  14.8. 

Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1934  i.s  13.4  per  1,000,  which  is  0.1  per  1,000 
higher  than  in  1933.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.8  per 
1,000.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  County  when  allowance  has 
been  made  for  age  grouping  and  se.\  distribution  is  10.7  per  1,000.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1934  is  49.8  per  1,000  births.  The 
rate  for  legitimate  children  is  46  per  1,000  and  for  illegitimate  children 
106  per  1,000  births.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  59  per  1,000 
births. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  Death  Rate  from  Tuberculosis  for  the  year  1934  shows  a 
decrease  compared  with  1933.  The  Death  Rate  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  is  0.633  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  is  0.081  per  1,000  of- the  population.  The  total 
Tuberculosis  Deatli  Rate  is  0.713  per  1.000,  as  compared  with  0.782 
in  1933.  The  figure  for  England  and  W'alcs  for  the  total  Tuberculosis 
Death  Rate  was  0.764  in  1934.  There  is  a very  pressing  need  for  beds 
for  the  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  this  is  a matter 
that  merits  the  early  and  earnest  consideration  of  your  committee. 

An  X-Ray  apparatus  is  es.sential  for  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  so 
that  modern  methods  of  e.xamination  and  treatment  can  be  made  use

of  not  only  for  doubtful  cases,  but  to  enable  the  Medical  Superintendent 
to  see  the  progress  of  definite  cases,  including  those  cases  who  are  being 
treated  by  “ Collapse  Therapy  Transport  of  such  patients  for  X-Ray 
examination  is  not  possible  on  account  of  the  distance  of  the  Sanatorium 
from  Hereford  and  would  involve  very  considerable  travelling  expenses 
The  provision  of  an  X-Ray  apparatus  for  the  Sanatorium  is  a ver>' 
urgent  matter,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  County  Council  will  soon  decide 
to  purchase  a useful  X-Ray  plant. 

Zymotic  Dise.^ses. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  is  greater  than  in  1933,  the 
number  of  notifications  in  1934  being  684,  against  519  in  1933.  The 
Death  Rate  from  Inilueuza  is  lower  than  in  1933.  The  Death  Rate 
from  Infantile  Diarrhoea  is  1.2  per  1,009  births  for  1934,  as  compared 
with  1.87  per  1,000  births  in  1933.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales 
is  5.5  per  1,000  births  in  1934. 

PuERPER.\L  Fever  .vnd  Pl'erper.\l  Pyrexi.\. 

The  treatment  of  women  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Sepsis  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital,  subject  to  certain  rules  and  conditions. 

Difficult  L.^bour. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  are  treated  at  the  Hereford  General  Hospital, 
for  which  the  County  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  £’400  for  1934. 

Ophthalmia  Neon*.\torum. 

Cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  treated  at  the  Hereford 
Eye  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Specimens  of  blood  for  Wassermann  Reaction  are  sent  to  Birming- 
ham University  and  films  for  Gonococci  are  examined  at  the  County 
Laboratory.  Whenever  a positive  Wassermann  reaction  is  found,  a 
confidential  letter,  without  any  name  being  mentioned,  is  sent  to  the 
medical  practitioner  concerned  offering  treatment  for  his  patient  at  the 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  and  in-patient  treatment  is  also  provided  for  in 
the  same  Institution.  Gas  has  now  been  installed  and  gives  better 
lighting  and  an  adequate  supply  of  hot  water  is  now  provided. 

County  L.aboratory. 

5,374  Specimens  were  examined  in  1934,  as  compared  with  4,012 
in  1933.  The  work  is  useful  in  controlling  epidemics,  and  positive 
results  of  swabs  are  phoned  to  the  doctors  and  also  to  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health,  so  that  immediate  steps  can  be  taken  to 
control  epidemics. 

The  volume  of  work  in  the  Laboratory  is  steadily  increasing,  and 
in  the  near  future  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  additional  assistance  to 
cope  with  the  work. 

Ment.al  Deficiency. 

Cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Medical 
Adviser  by  various  voluntary  and  other  agencies.  Provision  is  made 
for  adult  cases  at  Ross  Institution,  which  is  certified  by  the  Board  of 
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Control,  and  where  suitable  training  is  now  available  in  mat-making 
under  the  supervision  of  a specially  qualified  attendant.  High-grade 
cases  are  sent  to  various  other  Institutions,  where  adequate  training 
facilities  are  available.  There  is  urgent  need  for  more  accommodation 
for  mental  defectives,  as  nearly  all  the  beds  at  Ross  Certified  Institution 
are  occupied.  The  Board  of  Control  have  sanctioned  the  use  of  Ross 
Institution  for  women  and  Weobley  Institution  for  men,  children  being 
sent  to  Institutions  outside  the  County. 

I have  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Assistance  and  Public 
Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
support.  I also  wish  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers  and  Staff  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  the  year  1934,  79  deaths  were  directly  attributable 
to  Tuberculosis.  Of  this  number,  70  of  the  deaths  were  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis),  and  9 by  other  tubercular 
diseases. 

Compared  with  1933,  therefore,  there  were  8 fewer  deaths 
from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  2 more  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Lungs  (Phthisis),  and  10  fewer  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
than  in  1933.

Notification,  Etc. 

The  number  of  Pulmonary  Cases  notified  during  1934  was 
7 less,  and  the  number  of  non-Pulmonary  Cases  notified  was  5 
less  than  in  1933. 

At  Nieuport  Sanatorium,  Almeley,  provided  by  the  County 
Council,  provision  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  34  adults  and  28 
cliUdren.  The  Children’s  Block  is  entirely  separated  from 
" Nieuport  House,”  where  the  adults  are  accommodated.  There 
are  also  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Hereford,  Bromyard,  Kington, 
Leominster,  Ross  and  Ledbury,  full  particulars  being  given  as 
to  situation  and  time  of  clinic  on  page  38  of  this  Report. 

There  is  still  difficulty  in  obtaining  early  cases  for  Sanatorium 
and  the  patients  admitted  to  Sanatorium  contain  a fairly  large 
proportion  of  advanced  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officers  are  always  willing  to  e.xamine 
doubtful  cases.  Such  cases  can  be  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium  for 
further  observ'ation,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  get  X-Ray  films  taken 
either  at  the  Hereford  General  Hospital,  Talgarth  Sanatorium  or 
elsewhere. 
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An  X-Ray  apparatus  at  the  Sanatorium  is  urgently  needed, 
not  only  for  diagnosis  of  doubtful  cases,  but  also  for  noting  the 
progress  of  patients  under  Artificial  Pneumo-thorax  treatment. 

Several  cases  have  been  treated  at  Sanatorium  and  at 
Dispensary  by  Artificial  Pneumo-thorax. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

Four  beds  at  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  are  available  for  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  and  these 
are  occupied  almost  continuously  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the 
present  time  seem  to  meet  the  requirements  adequately.  Four 
beds  are  available  for  Lupus  Cases  at  The  London  Hospital, 
Whitechapel. 

General. 

During  1934,  70  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
— 33  males  and  37  females.  Of  these,  30  males  and  35  females 
have  been  traced  as  being  notified ; 3 males  and  2 females  were 
not  notified.  Nine  deaths  occurred  from  non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis — 5 males  and  4 females,  of  whom  5 males  and  2 
females  had  been  previously  notified ; 2 females  were  not  notified. 
The  ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  Tuberculosis 
deaths  is  therefore  7 : 79  or  1 : 11. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 
Section  62,  during  the  year. 

Very  close  co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Sanitary 
Authorities,  and  copies  of  Laboratory  Reports  on  analyses  of 
Sputa,  etc.,  are  sent  to  Sanitary  Authorities  for  their  information, 
and  those  Authorities  materially  assist  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  by 
undertaking  the  disinfection  of  shelters. 

No  Dental  Treatment  is  provided  by  the  Council,  but  this  is 
being  considered. 

Patients  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff 
on  their  discharge  from  Sanatorium. 

A large  amount  of  work  is  done  in  regard  to  non-Pulmonary 
cases  by  the  local  Orthopjedic  After-Care  Committee — a voluntary 
organisation  under  the  auspices  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society — 
which  is  a most  efficient  body  of  workers.  Clinics  are  held  at 
Hereford,  Leominster  and  Ledbury,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
^ Surgeon  from  The  Robert  Jones  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopedic 
Hospital.

Treatment. 

(a)  Dispensaries. 

During  the  year  the  Dispensaries  dealt  with  807  separate 
attendances  of  patients,  involving  6S7  patients  ; 287  new  cases 
came  under  review. 

The  function  of  the  Dispensary  is  to  decide  what  form  of 
treatment  is  suitable  for  each  case.  Early  cases  only,  if  possible, 
should  be  sent  to  Sanatorium,  while  late  cases  are  granted 
Domiciliary  treatment  and  the  use  of  a Shelter  where  possible. 


(6)  Institutional. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  received  treatment  at 
The  Robert  Jones’  and  Agnes  Hunt  Orthopcedic  Hospital  during  the 
year — 7 males  and  6 females. 

One  case  of  Lupus  in  a female  was  treated  at  The  London 
Hospital.  Two  cases,  females,  were  seen  as  out-patients. 
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NIEUPORT  SANATORIUM. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  YEAR  ENDED  ' 

31st  DECEMBER,  1934. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  the  same  number  discharged 
as  last  year,  viz. : — 126,  but  there  have  been  fewer  non-pulmonary 
and  more  pulmonary  cases.  -

The  children’s  beds  have  been  full  for  most  of  the  year,  but 
unfortunately  this  Block  had  to  be  closed  in  February  for  over 
three  weeks  as  a few  Diphtheria  carriers  were  found.  A few  children 
were  kept  here,  several  discharged,  and  some  sent  home  and 
subsequently  re-admitted.  Fortunately  there  were  no  clinical 
cases  of  Diphtheria  here,  though  there  were  several  in  the  vicinity. 

Three  Worcestershire  women  patients  were  admitted  ; 2 left 
much  improved,  and  1 was  transferred  to  a Worcestershire 
Sanatorium  for  further  treatment. 

It  is  still  regretted  there  is  no  X-Ray  apparatus  at  the 
Sanatorium,  but  more  cases  have  been  sent  to  Hereford  General 
Hospital  for  examination  there. 

In  July  last  the  Public  Health  Committee  appointed  Mr. 
F.  S.  Bromley,  Kington,  as  Dental  Surgeon.  He  visits  monthly, 
examines  all  the  children,  and  extracts  carious  teeth.  The 
children  now  leave  the  Sanatorium  with  their  mouths  in  better 
condition.

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VI,  that  8 cases  (4  men,  I woman, 
and  3 children)  left  the  Sanatorium  against  my  advice.  On  the 
whole,  the  patients  have  carried  out  their  treatment  to  my 
satisfaction  and  their  general  conduct  has  been  e.xccUent. 

The  patients  have  continued  working  as  part  of  their  treat- 
ment ; the  men  do  Useful  work  in  the  garden  and  sheds,  and  the 
women  work  in  the  house. 
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The  patients  and  staff  have  been  delighted  with  the  installation 
of  a Sound  Film  apparatus  by  the  County  Council.  Films  are 
shewn  by  my  Secretary  once  a week  during  the  winter  months — 
in  the  afternoons  to  the  children,  and  in  the  evenings  to  the  adult 
patients  and  staff.  As  the  apparatus  is  portable  we  are  also  able 
to  give  entertainments  to  the  bed  patients  in  their  wards. 

With  the  Talkie  apparatus,  and  the  new  Wireless  Set,  which 
was  provided  in  1933  by  Public  Subscription,  the  amenities  of  the 
place  have  been  greatly  improved.  There  are  headphones  to  each 
bed.  Loudspeakers  in  Day  rooms,  and  in  the  staff  quarters.

There  are  now  52  Shelters  in  use.  These  have  been  well 
utilized  during  the  year.

There  were  10  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  (2  from  Urban  Districts  and  8 from  Rural  Districts),  and  16 
cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (9  Urban  and  7 Rural).  Eighteen  were 
treated  in  Hospital  and  8 at  Home.

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  provision  in  respect  of  Infectious  Diseases  Isolation 
Hospitals  remains  much  the  same.  The  Hereford  Rural  District 
Isolation  Hospital  is  available,  by  arrangement,  for  patients  from 
the  whole  County,  e.xcepting  Hereford  City,  Bredwardine  and  Ross 
and  Whitchurch  Rural  District. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

By  the  Approved  Scheme  one  Treatment  Centre  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Block  of  the  Hereford  Public  Assistance  Institution 
for  the  whole  County,  and  is  under  the  care  of  a physician  and  a 
surgeon  who  have  specialised  in  these  diseases.  Arrangements  are 
made  with  Birmingham  University  Pathological  Department  for 
the  Wassermann  tests,  etc.,  and  with  the  County  Laboratory  for 
the  microscopical  work.  In-patient  treatment  is  also  provided 
for  at  the  same  institution.  Gas  has  been  laid  on  to  the  premises. 

The  Clinic  is  available  for  the  entire  County,  and  is  also  open 
to  patients  from  the  County  of  Radnor. 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Isolation  Block,  Hereford  Public 
Assistance  Institution,  at  the  following  hours  : — 

Tuesdays,  6-7  p.m. — Females. 

Wednesdays,  1.30  to  2.30  p.m. — Males  and  Females. 

Fridays,  6-7  p.m. — Males. 

The  Clinic  is  open  to  Males  for  irrigation  daily  (except  Sundays) 
between  6 and  7 p.m.

The  present  arrangements  are  fairly  adequate  and  the  co- 
operation of  the  medical  profession  is  satisfactory.  On  receipt 
of  the  results  of  the  Wassermann  reactions  from  Birmingham,  a 
letter  is  sent  to  each  practitioner  whose  patient  has  given  a positive 
result,  together  with  a card  giving  all  particulars  of  the  Clinic  and 
offering  treatment  for  his  patient  under  the  Council’s  scheme. 

The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  all  well  informed 
of  the  facilities  provided  for  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  that 
they  can  consult  the  medical  officers  of  the  Clinic  by  appointment 
on  any  Clinic  day. 

Nineteen  medical  practitioners,  in  addition  to  the  medical 
officers  of  the  Clinic,  are  qualified  to  receive  free  supplies  of 
arsenobenzene  compounds.

WATER  SUPPLIES  TO  SCHOOLS. 

A systematic  examination  of  the  School  Water  Supplies  has 
never  been  undertaken  in  this  County,  although  many  water  supplies 
to  schools  have  been  examined  at  the  request  of  Local  Authorities, 
School  Managers,  or  School  Teachers,  especially  if  there  was  any 
suspicion  of  the  supply  being  contaminated.  The  present  systematic 
examination  was  begun  in  October,  1933,  and  although  every 
available  school  water  supply  has  been  examined  and  defects 
remedied  at  various  schools,  there  are  still  a few  schools  where 
further  examination  is  required.  Well  over  200  specimens  of  water 
have  been  dealt  with  during  this  systematic  e.xamination,  which 
has  taken  up  much  more  than  the  normal  share  of  the  time  of  the 
laboratory  staff  usually  devoted  to  this  work.

2.  In  two  schools  rainwater  is  used,  viz.  ; — 

(a)  Ballingham. 

{b)  Upton  Bishop,  Gayton  Branch. 

Analysis  of  the  water  at  Ballingham  School  showed  that  the 
water  was  grossly  polluted.  So  far  as  I can  learn  no  steps  have 
yet  been  taken  to  secure  a satisfactory  supply  for  this  school. 

\\'ith  regard  to  Upton  Bishop,  Gayton  Branch  School,  there 
are  two  supplies,  the  second  one  being  obtainable  from  an  impounded 
spring  about  150  yards  from  the  school.  As  the  quality  of  this 
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supply  is  satisfactory  it  should  be  used  in  preference  to  the  rain- 
water supply,  wliich,  like  all  rainwater  supplies,  whether  collected 
from  roofs  or  othei^vise,  is  liable  to  pollution  of  varying  intensity 
from  time  to  time  by  the  excreta  of  birds  and  other  animals  and  by 
decayed  vegetation.  I do  not  advise  the  use  of  rainwater  for 
drinking  purposes,  especially  if  collected  from  roofs. 

3.  The  water  supply  at  the  following  schools  is  still  unsatisfactory 
or  has  not  yet  been  passed  as  fit  for  drinking  : — 

(a)  Bosbury  Boys. 

{b)  Eyton  C.  of  E. 

(c)  Pembridge  Bro.xwood  C.  of  E. 

{(i)  Bishop’s  Frome. 

(e)  Holme  Lacy  C. 

(а)  Bosbury  Boys’  School. — The  supply  to  this  school  is 
from  a well  situated  inside  the  lavatory,  and  is,  of  course,  subject  to 
pollution  from  soakage  of  urine  and  faeces.  The  well  has  now  been 
closed  and  the  Managers  have  agreed  to  sink  a new  well. 

(б)  Eyton  C.  of  E.  School. — Several  analyses  have  been 
made, and  on  examination  the  Sanitary  Inspector  found  the  drains 
defective.  Further  samples  will  be  examined  after  the  defects  have 
been  remedied. 

(c)  Pembridge  Broxwood  C.  of  E.  School. — The  supply  to 
this  school  is  polluted  and  this  is  due  to  the  head  of  the  well  being 
defective  and  to  contamination  from  the  e.xcrement  of  fowls,  whicli 
in  wet  weather  is  washed  into  the  well.  .The  keeping  of  fowls  should 
be  forbidden  and  the  well  pumped  out  till  the  pollution  is  got  rid 
of,  when  the  head  of  the  well  should  be  attended  to. 

(^)  Bishop’s  Fro.me  School. — The  water  supply  is  polluted 
and  has  been  examined  four  times.  The  last  analysis  showed  no 
improv'ernent  on  25th  July,  1934.  A source  of  pollution  is  a privy 
pit  in  the  school-house  garden.  This  pit  should  be  abolished  and 
replaced  by  a water  type  pail  and  soil  which  can  be  emptied 
frequently.  This  privy  pit  is  on  a higher  level  than  the  head  of  the 
well.  The  head  of  the  well  should  be  raised  above  the  level  of  the 
surrounding  ground  and  efficiently  protected.  There  is  a proposed 
sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  which,  if  canied  out,  will  to  a large 
extent  prevent  pollution  of  water  supplies  in  the  neighbourhood. 

{e)  Holme  Lacy  C.  School. — The  water  at  this  school  has 
been  examined  nine  times,  and  has  not  yet  been  passed  as  fit  for 
drinking  and  domestic  use.  Much  time  and  consideration  have  boon 
given  to  this  supply  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  the  County  Surveyor. 
And  the  School  Medical  Officer.  When  certain  alterations  and 
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repairs  to  the  sink  have  been  carried  out  a further  analysis  of  the 
water  will  be  made.  If  this  does  not  render  the  water  of  a standard 
fit  for  drinking,  another  supply  will  have  to  be  found  for  this  school. 

4.  The  water  supplies  at  the  remaining  157  schools  have  been 
e.Kamined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  A few  schools  are  supplied 
by  dip  wells,  and  if  these  arc  not  protected  in  any  way  they  are,  of 
course,  subject  to  accidental  or  even  intentional  pollution  at  any 
time.  Care  should  also  be  taken  to  see  that  heads  of  wells  are 
properly  constructed  and  protected  to  prevent  contamination  by 
surface  water. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

In  Hereford  City  e.vtensions  have  been  made  in  Ro.ss  Road, 
Union  Hou.se  Walk,  Hinton.  Road,  and  Broomy  Hill.  New  con- 
veniences have  been  erected  for  males  and  females  at  Widemarsh 
Common. 

In  Ross-on-Wye  Urban  District  plans  and  details  have  been 
prepared  and  passed  for  new  public  conveniences. 

In  Leominster  Borough  a scheme  for  sewage  treatment  is  under 
consideration. 

In  Kington  Rural  District  the  sewage  disposal  at  Eardisley 
has  been  improved  by  the  addition  of  another  septic  tank  and 
storm  water  overflow. 

In  Hereford  Rural  District  a Scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the 
laying  of  a sewer  in  Holmer  Parislu 
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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

This  is  undertaken  by  tiie  Standing  Joint  Committee  of  the 
County,  so  far  as  the  County  area  is  concerned.  The  City  of 
Hereford  is  a separate  local  e.xccutive  Authority,  and  its  Health 
Committee  controls  the  duties  performed  under  the  Acts.

OBSERVATIONS. 


All  the  samples  were  free  from  preservatives  and  artificial 
colouring  matters  and,  with  one  e.xception,  free  from  excessive 
amounts  of  extraneous  dirt.  This  was  of  very  good  quality,  but 
contained  2-5  parts  per  100,000  of  moist  dirt.  The  usual  accepted 
hmit  for  dirt  in  milk  is  2 parts  per  100,000.  - A copy  of  the  report 
was  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  of  the 
producer.

Of  the  26  samples,  two  were  slightly  below  the  limit  in  Solids 
not  Fat,  i.e.,  8-3%  and  S-4%,  and  an  informal  sample  contained 
9%  of  added  water.  Formal  and  informal  samples  from  the  same 
vendor  were  genuine. 

Condensed  Milk, 

The  samples  were  found  to  comply  with  the  Public  Health 
(Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923,  as  to  labelling  and  the  amounts 
of  milk  to  which  the  contents  of  the  tins  were  equivalent. 

Cream. 

Of  the  5 samples  of  Cream,  4 were  tinned  and  of  foreign  produce, 
and  contained  23%,  24%,  25%  and  32%  of  fat  respectively.  The 
sample  of  local  produce  contained  43%  of  fat. 

All  the  samples  were  free  from  preservatives. 

Butter  and  Margarine. 

The  moisture  content  of  the  samples  of  Butter  ranged  from 
12‘2%  to  15’2%,  and  the  samples  of  31argarine  contained  12-4% 
and  15 ‘0%  (2).  The  legal  limit  is  16%. 

All  were  free  from  preservatives. 


Tea. 

The  sample  of  Tea  was  submitted  on  account  of  complaints 
as  to  its  quality.  The  amount  of  water  e.xtractives  was  below  the 
average  but  well  above  the  minimum,  and  the  amount  of  tannin 
was  below  the  average,  but  within  the  limits  for  genuine  Tea.  The 
amount  of  Stalk  was  not  e.xcessive.  On  these  results  no  action 
could  be  taken  under  the  P'ood  and  Drugs  Act.

Health  Visiting. 

The  present  Scheme,  as  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  was  initiated  in  November,  1917. 

The  present  staff  consists  of  the  Superintendent,  with  the 
assistance  of  a lady  clerk,  four  full  time  and  one  half-time  Health 
Visitors,  working  in  six  Health  areas.  In  November,  1928,  the 
areas  of  Ledbury  and  Bromyard  were  put  under  the  charge  of  one 
Health  Visitor,  who  is  provided  with  a motor  car.  Within  these 
areas  the  part-time  service  of  49  local  District  Nurses  is  also  avail- 
able, for  school  and  tuberculosis  work  and  notification  of  birth 
duties. 

In  the  several  areas  the  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  the  local 
District  Nurses,  visit  the  notified  births,  attend  the  local  Infant 
Welfare  Centres,  visit  all  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
discharged  soldiers,  and  attend  the  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

Grants  to  District  Nursing  Associations. 

Grants  are  paid  to  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County 
Nursing  Association  on  the  following  basis : — £35  for  the  first 
year  ; £25  a year  thereafter. 

These  grants  are.  intended  to  be  devoted  towards  paying  the 
District  Nurse’s  salary.

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E.xpectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age,  are  seen  at  the  Voluntary  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Ante- 
Natal  advice  is  given  at  the  Centres.  Ante-Natal  visits  are  also 
paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  different  areas  and  advice  given. 
There  are  no  Hospitals  run  by  the  County  Council  for  the  reception 
of  e.xpectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children. 

■ The  arrangements  for  out-patient  orthopjedic  treatment  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age  is  undertaken  by  the  local  Ortho- 
pedic After-Care  Committee,  as  described  under  Tuberculosis. 

Cases  of  difficult  labour  have  been  treated  at  the  Hereford 
General  Hospital  at  a cost  of  £400  for  1934. 

Milk  (Mpthers  and  Children)  Order,  1918. — The  Order 
has  been  in  force  during  the  year,  and  is  operative  within  the 
County  area  as  a whole.  No  scale  of  wages  has  been  adopted  by 
the  Council,  the  basis  of  distribution  being  largely  destitution. 
Every  case  is  carefully  scrutinised  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  all 
information  as  to  wages,  number  in  family,  etc.,  is  transmitted  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  special  forms.  Applica- 
tions come  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  medical  prac- 
titioner.s,  local  nurses,  and  Health  Visitors.  During  the  period  in 
(piestion  these  cases  were  dealt  with  at  a cost  of  £64  16s.  Od.

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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

At  the  end  of  1933  there  were  23  males  and  22  females  certified 
and  under  control.  During  the  year  3 males  and  3 females  were 
certified  and  sent  to  Certified  Institutions.  Two  males  were 
sent  to  Hortham  Colony,  and  1 male  and  3 females  to  Ross  Certified 
Institution.  One  female  died  during  the  year. 

There  were  26  males  and  24  females- in  Certified  Institutions 
at  the  end  of  1934. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  136  males  and  1 15  females  were  under 
supervision  at  their  homes. 

Twenty-five  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  during 
the  year,  and  4 males  and  2 females  were  recommended  to  be 
certified. 

The  mentally  defective  cases  are  visited  periodically  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  and  reported  on  every  two  months  by  them  to 
the  Medical  Adviser,  who  visits  and  reports  on  urgent  cases. 

COUNTY  LABORATORY. 

Complete  outfits  are  supplied  by  the  County  IMcdical  Officer, 
under  whose  personal  supervision  the  work  of  the  Laboratory  is 
conducted.  Positive  results  are  transmitted  by  telephone  or 
telegram  in  order  to  avoid  delay.  No  charge  is  made  for  the 
ex'eimination  of  “ ordinary  ” specimens  arising  out  of  the  routine 
work  of  any  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County. 

Specimens,  however,  sent  by  the  general  public  are  subject  to 
a modified  fee.
